MEETING OF THE CITIEENS OF
Sumiter, in Hounor of the Memory of
GEN. ROBT. EDMUND LEE,

OCTOBER 10th, 1870.

A large meeting of the ladies and gentlemen of
Bumter, and the surviving officors and soldiers of
the late Comfederate srmy, aszembled in the
Baptist Church, this evening, to manifest some
expression of their deop sorrow at the death of
tho illustrious champion of Bouthern liberty and
honor—Q@eneral Roperr EpMuNp LEE.

The mesting was called to order by the Rev,
N. Grapaw, by requesting Capt. E. C. Gneex,
the Intendent of the town, to assume the chair,
and Col. T V. Warsw, Mr. A. A, GiLBERT, and
Ricoarp D, Lxs, o aot as Secrotaries,

Tho combined choirs of the various Churches
of the town, accompanied by the orgah of the
church, with its mellow, gushing tones, having
first added a deeper solomnity to the fon by
aloging— .

“There Is an hour of peaceful rest,
To mourning wanderers given,”

At the request of the Chairman, the Rev. Don.
ald MeQuekx, of the Presbyterian church, offer-
od an earnest and affecting prayer—the entire
meeting risiug from their seats.

On motion, the chair then appointed Capt. J.
8. Ricoarpson, E. W. Moise, Esq., and Rev. N.
Granax, a committes to retire and report suila-
ble resolutions upon the death of Gen. Leg—for
tho action of the mesting—the choir in the
interval rondering, with saddening effect, the
bymn-—

“Thou art gone to the
plore theo.”

Tho committee having returned, Mr, RicaArp-
#on introduced the resolution with a few remarks
—1the sadness of his voice indleating the dopth of
the sorrow that rested on his heart at the death
of his great leador,

Mr. E. W, Moisge, in rising to scoond the reso-
lution, spoke with his well-known cloquence of
bis much loved commander and personalacquaint-
ance. He rpoke of bis early and highly honora-
ble miiitary training at West Point, and his gal-
lant exploits in Mexico. G his slrong attach-
ment to the Amorican Union, bat of his greater
and stronger devod on to his mother State and
the South, as shuwn in his letter of rosignation to
the Seoretary of War in 1861. And of many lit~
tle lncidents of camp life, ehowing his tender so-
licitade for bis soldiers, and the goodneas of his
noble heart, the remiarks of tho speaker sending
sadness to the hearts of many & battle soarred
Yateran present who bad followed their grand old
Jeador to viotory through an hundred bloody
fields.

Rev. Mr. MeQuerx then delivered s short and
inipressive address, commending the life and
character of the distinguished christlan hero to
tbe youth of the Bouth and of the world

The resolution was then unanimously adopt-
ed, as follows—the entire moeting rising from
their seats on the vote:

Resolved, Thatin thedeath of Gen. Robert E,
Ler the world has lost the greatest military
chieftain, and the purest man of our age, The
american nation, the brightest representative of
